branch oí the public service has 

received more external financial as- 
sistance or a lesser measure of internal finan- 
cial support,” is one of the remarks made by 
Miss Christina ——— A.L.A., in a report 
just issued on public library provision in 
the Irish Free State. Throughout the report 
Miss Keogh, whose survey was. initiated by the 
Executive Board of the Library Association 
of Ireland, emphasised the lack of financial 
resources from which the county library move- 
ment is suffering. 

The total population of the area served by 
county libraries, the report states, is about 
2,068,800, of which upwards of 250,000 are 
already registered borrowers, and the total 
executive staff numbers only 56—22 county 
jibrarians and 34 assistants. 

Referring to the needs of the present sys- 
tem, Miss Keogh states that now there 1s 
merely a number of ‘ibraries similar in aims, 
similar in constitution, similar even in their 
difficulties, but with no connecting link be- 
tween them. The ultimate success of the 
public libraries depends, states the report, 
on their ability to cater for educational, and 
even specialised, needs, and in ‘his they have 
the assistance of the Jrish Central Library for 
students, the aims of which are to give such 
aid; to serve as a link between special lib- 
raries and to make their books available in 
all parts of the country, and to aid directly, 
through responsible bodies, groaps of organ- 
ised students. An appendix illustrates clearly 
by means of a diagram how this work is done 
by the Central Library, which negotiates the 
loan of books of a special character from 
libraries in and outside of Great Britain. 


THE CARNEGIE TRUST 


The report also brings out very forcibly the 
immense help that has been given to the 
library movement in Ireland by the Carnegie 
Trust Fund, which has paid many thousands 
of pounds fo help the ‘establishment of lib- 
raries in all parts of Ireland. The 
trustees had investigated the position 
of library service in Ireland, and found that 
the shortcomings of the rural and smaller district 
libraries were due to two main causes—lack of 
funds and lack of professional guidance in 
their management. The Trustees were willing 
to pay the cost of maintenance of the library 
buildings if the local authorities were per- 
mitted to and would levy a rate for the 
continuance of the institutions. After a long 
campaign in 1920 it was decided by statute 
that local authorities could levy 3d. in the £ 
instead of the former ld. rate, in aid of a 
library and, in the case of county boroughs 
a further 3d. was allowed with the consent of 
the Local Government Board. 

But these powers were not made available 
to County Councils until 1925, since when the 
library movement has seen its greatest growth. 
Within thirteen years twenty-nine libraries 
had been established in Ireland.
